Bisho p Stires Dies 
At Palm Beach 


ERNEST M. STIRES 
Palm Springs, Fla., Feb. 13 UP) 
—The Rt. Rev. Ernest Milmo re 
Stires, 84-year-o ld retired Episco ­ 
pal Bisho p o f Lo ng Island, died 
yesterday at his apartment in The 
Breakers Ho tel here. 
Bisho p Stires. who served with­ 
o ut pay to help his clergy, was a 
leading figure in his church and 
o nce head o f its Ho use o f Deputies. 
He served 24 years as recto r o f 
St. James Pro testant Church in 
New Yo rk city and in 1925 was 
named co adjuto r bisho p o f the fo ur 
co unties o f Lo ng Island. 
Befo re he co uld be co nsecrated, 
ho wever, the bisho p o f the dio cese 
died and Dr. Stires was co nsecrat­ 
ed as bisho p will full jurisdictio n. 
He retired in 1942. He also had 
served churches in Augusta, Ga., 
and Chicago . 
He came to Palm Beach six 
weeks ago , as had been his custo m 
fo r several 
winters, 
and was 
stricken with virus pneumo nia 
two weeks ago . 
Refused Annual Salary 
In the 1920's Bisho p Stires re­ 
fused his $ 15,000 annual salary 
fo r several years because o f the 
"pitiful" salaries paid to so me o f 
the clergy. In 1928 a "friend o f 
the dio cese" o ffered to pay his sal­ 
ary and the bisho p had the dio ­ 
cesan co nventio n accept the gift 
A native o f No rfo lk, Va., Bisho p 
Stires was a graduate o f the Uni­ 
versity o f Virginia and the Vir­ 
ginia Theo lo gical Seminary. He 
was o rdained deaco n in June, 1891. 
In his first year as recto r, St. 
Tho mas's inco me was $ 90,000. In 
1924 this had been increased to 
8600.000, o f which $ 550,000 was 
co ntributed to purpo ses o utside 
the immediate needs o f the parish 
church. 
Church Reaches Out 
Under Dr. Stires, the church 
reached o ut into the neighbo ring

The idea that a war can be 
foug ht successfully by prohibiting 
g round forces from punishing the 
enemy , while sea and air forces 
continue the attack, is one that 
doesn't make sense to military 
men.

Compared with these fig ures, 
American losses were less than 
48.000 killed, wounded or missing 
At the same time, the United Na­ 
tions forces inflicted a toll of 
254.000 combat casualties on the 
North Koreans and 134,000 on 
the Chinese Communists.

TREMENDOUS SUPPLY HANDICAP 
When the Chinese Reds pulled back last 
November after their -first thrust into Korea, 
U. S. military men felt pretty cocky. They 
had the idea Chinese soldiers couldn't take 
our heavy firepower, and were going to be 
content with trying to hold a line near their 
Yalu river border. 
Our cocksureness Vanished with the drive 
that hurled us out of North Korea and then 
out of Seoul and key points to the south. 
When we gave up Suwon, Osan and Wonju, 
everybody began assuming we were going 
back to the old Pusan beachhead. 
But suddenly. Red pressure eased again. 
After several see-saw battles, we took Osan, 
Suwon and Wonju and pushed within half a 
dozen miles of Seoul. There we met stiff 
resistance which indicated the main Chinese 
lines. 
Nobody, of course, knows the full story of 
this mysterious behavior, any more than 
they understand the Reds' November ac­ 
tions. Some said it had political meaning, 
since the slow-down coincided with the UN 
“peace*" efforts by Red China’s friend, the 
Indian government. Others argued it was 
just the standard leisurely build-up the Chi­ 
nese require before jumping off on a new 
drive. 
But, at risk of being wrong again, many 
of our top military experts ventured the 
opinion that the Chinese had been badly 
hurt b f our counter-blows, especially from 
the Air Force. General Collins, Army chief 
of staff, was strong on this point. 
Apparently the talk is not wholly fanci­ 
ful. Red rail and motor transport is being 
pummeled around the clock. Air Force 
officers declare the only trains now in shape 
to carry goods from Manchuria are con­ 
cealed. Flyers drop jellied gasoline bombs 
at tunnel entrances In hope of destroying 
those few. 
One veteran gunner says that in the war's 
early days his crew used to knock out fifty 
to eighty vehicles and up to three trains a 
night In recent weeks they haven't seen a 
train and have spotted trucks 'only north of 
Pyongyang. 
Another Air Force man says when the 
Chinese first came down we could attack 
convoys in long strings and bag fifteen to 
twenty vehicles at one try. Now our flyers 
are lucky to find four or five trucks at night, 
none very far south of the Yalu. Vehicular 
traffic on North Korean roads is said to be 
off ninety per cent since January I. 
All this doesn’t mean some Red supplies 
aren’t getting through. The Chinese truck 
them as far as they dare, and then transfer 
loads to oxcarts or human backs. But this is 
a painful, laborious process. It has not yet* 
been demonstrated that it is good enough 
to support a huge. army against a highly 
mechanized, hard-striking force like the UN 
army opposing the Reds. 
The Chinese may yet muster the over­ 
whelming numbers and the equipment they 
need for an effective drive southward. But if 
they do, it will be under the most colossal 
supply handicaps a big army ever faced.

MODERN PSYCHIATRIC TREATMENT 
Despite the discovery a few years ago of the 
shock method of treating mental cases, our mental 
hospitals are still very much overcrowded. To over­ 
come this overcrowding, mental specialists are es­ 
tablishing out-patient clinics for mental patients in 
our general hospitals. This out-patient department 
may first send the patient to a special psychiatric 
hospital for observation for days or weeks. There 
is often enough improvement so that the patient 
can look after himself and return to his usual occu­ 
pation. If there is little or no improvement, the 
patient is sent to a mental hospital for more in­ 
tensive treatment. 
Inthe Boston issue of Medical Clinics of North 
America, Dr. William L. Holt, Chief Medical Offi­ 
cer. Boston Psychopathic Hospital, states that while 
the shock auld other methods of treatment of men­ 
tal cases are of great help, "certain principles of 
psychiatic treatment have stood the test of time 
and are considered as essential today as they were 
110 years ago when Dr. Butler, first superintendent 
of the Boston Lunatic Asylum, put them into prac­ 
tice." These principles of treatment were admirably 
summarized by Charles Dickens in 1842 as the "in­ 
culcation and encouragement of a decent self-re­ 
spect," and consisted of occupation, diversion, bath­ 
ing and outdoor exercise in an atmosphere of kind­ 
ness controlled by moral rather than physical re­ 
straint. 
It is the use of these principles—kindness, oc­ 
cupation, diversion from introspection, games and 
bathing—that has resulted in recover in over half 
of those admitted (six out of every IO). 
Psychiatric examination of'patients in the phy­ 
sicians office is a long intensive process involving 
hours of time with a single patient. For this reason, 
group treatment of mental patients is becoming 
more widespread, especially in public institutions. 
The groups are usually between six and 20 indi­ 
viduals led by a professionally trained worker, with 
insight into the mental and emotional make-up of 
these patients. The leaders may be trained psychia­ 
trists, psychiatric social workers, ministers, nurses 
and even recovered patients. 
"Group treatment has extended from play groups 
of disturbed children to relatives of double per­ 
sonality patients, alcoholics and acute cases of 
shock treatment," Dr. Holt writes. 
Whether treatment is given singly or in groups, 
the chief effective method is the interview.

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TREMENDOUS SUPPLY HANDICAP 
When the Chinese Reds pulled back last 
November after their first thrust into Korea, 
U. S. military men felt pretty cocky. They 
had the idea Chinese soldiers couldn’t take 
our heavy firepower, and were going to be 
content with trying to hold a line near their 
Yalu river border. 
Our cocksureness Vanished with the drive 
that hurled us out of North Korea and then 
out of Seoul and key points to the south. 
When we gave up Suwon, Osan and Wonju, 
everybody began assuming we were going 
back to the old Pusan beachhead. 
But suddenly, Red pressure eased again. 
After several see-saw battles, we took Osan, 
Suwon and Wonju and pushed within half a 
dozen miles of Seoul. There we met stiff 
resistance which indicated the main Chinese

Nobody, of course, knows the full story of 
this mysterious behavior, any more than 
they understand the Reds’ November ac­ 
tions. Some said it had political meaning, 
since the slow-down coincided with the UN 
“peace”' efforts by Red China’s friend, the 
Indian government. Others argued it was 
just the standard leisurely build-up the Chi­ 
nese require before jumping off on a new 
drive. 
But, at risk of being wrong again, many 
of our top military experts ventured the 
opinion that the Chinese had been badly 
hurt by our counter-blows, especially from 
the Air Force.

Another Air Force man says when the 
Chinese first came down we could attack 
convoys in long strings and bag fifteen to 
twenty vehicles at one try. Now our flyers 
are lucky to find four or five trucks at night, 
none very far south of the Yalu. Vehicular 
traffic on North Korean roads is said to be 
off ninety per cent since January 1. 
All this doesn’t mean some Red supplies 
aren’t getting through. The Chinese truck 
them as far as they dare, and then transfer 
loads to oxcarts or human backs. But this is 
a painful, laborious process. It has not yet* 
been demonstrated that it is good enough 
to support a huge army against a highly 
* mechanized, hard-striking force like the UN 
army opposing the Reds. 
The Chinese may yet muster the over­ 
whelming numbers and the equipment they 
need for an effective drive southward. But if 
they do, it will be under the most colossal 
supply handicaps a big army ever faced.

It would seem that no more Is the question of 
loyalty raised than up comes a tangled web of in­ 
trigue to keep things quiet and off the record.

This out-patient department 
may first send the patient to a special psychiatric 
hospital for observation for days or weeks. T here 
is often enough improvement so that the patient 
can look after himself and return to his usual occu­ 
pation. If there is little or no improvement, the 
patient is sent to a mental hospital for more in­ 
tensive treatment. 
, 
_. 
In the Boston issue of Medical Clinics of North 
America, Dr. William L. Holt, Chief Medical Offi­ 
cer, Boston Psychopathic Hospital, states that while 
the' shock and other methods of treatment of men­ 
tal cases are of great help, "certain principles of 
psychiatic treatment have stood the test of time 
and are considered as essential today as they were ( 
110 years ago when Dr. Butler, first superintendent 
of the Boston Lunatic Asylum, put them into prac­ 
tice.” These principles of treatment were admirably 
summarized by Charles Dickens in 1842 as the “In­ 
culcation and encouragement of a decent seif-re- 
spect,” and consisted of occupation, diversion, bath­ 
ing and outdoor exercise in an atmosphere of kind­ 
ness controlled by moral rather than physical re­ 
straint. 
It is the use of these principles—kindness, oc­ 
cupation, diversion from introspection, games and 
bathing—that has resulted in recovery in over half 
of those admitted (six out of every 10). 
Psychiatric examination of patients in the phy­ 
sician’s office is a long intensive process involving 
hours of time with a single patient. For this reason, 
group treatment of mental patients is becoming 
more widespread, especially in public institutions. 
The groups are usually between six and 20 indi­ 
viduals led by a professionally trained worker, with 
insight into the mental and emotional make-up of 
these patients. The leaders may be trained psychia­ 
trists, psychiatric social workers, ministers, nurses 
and even recovered patients. 
"Group treatment has extended from play groups 
of disturbed children to relatives of double per­ 
sonality patients, alcoholics and acute cases of 
shock treatment,” Dr. Holt writes. 
Whether treatment is given singly or in groups, 
the chief effective method is the interview.

The national forests are under 
Secretary of the Interior Chap­ 
man, while the timber in them is 
under the Forest Service and Sec 
retary of Agriculture Brannnn. 
And if the latter argue about the 
need of saving timber for future 
generations and suggest 
using 
only half the proposed amount, 
Wilson’s brusque/ reply is; "We 
need all of it.” 
Usually the President calls in 
the opposing cabinet member and 
says: "I think you’d better go 
along with Charlie. 
I had an 
awfully hard time getting him to 
take the job, and I don't want 
him to leave because he doesn’t 
get cooperation.” 
Chief inner-cabinet gripe against 
Wilson is that he listens chiefly to 
his advisers from industry and not 
to his colleagues in government. 
Generally speaking, Wilson is do­ 
ing a good job, is especially try­ 
ing to help place orders with little 
business—despite the fact that he 
comes from one of the biggest 
companies in the world. 
Note—Wilson’s chief need is a 
few men around him who can do 
more long-range planning.

Professional boxing may follow 
in the footsteps of the sport as it 
is conducted in the amateur divi­ 
sion to protect athletes who have 
been knocked down. 
According to the 
Associated 
Press, New 
York’s 
Legislature 
moved today to reduce "butchery” 
and death in the prize ring by re­ 
quiring a floorer fighter to take 
an eight-count before a bout could 
be resumed. 
In the Adirondack Division 
of 
the A.A.U. such a rule ^exists at 
present for the protection of box­ 
ers. It went into effect, approxi­ 
mately four years ago, along with 
a stipulation that there be three 
inches of padding under the can­ 
vas to protect ringman when they 
fall. 
* Avoids Fatalities 
At the time the protective mea­ 
sures were adopted, Ben M. Beck­ 
er of Albany, boxing chairman of 
the Adirondack A.A.U. pointed out 
that the division, which includes 
Kingston, had conducted the sport 
for elmost 20 years without a fa­ 
tality. 
Amateur boxers also use gloves 
with more padding than the pro­ 
fessionals. Becker pointed out, and 
stressed that despite this there is 
just as much, if not more, action 
in am ateur contests. 
The bill providing a mandatory 
eight-count for each knockdown 
went to the Assembly, after re­ 
ceiving overwhelming Senate ap­ 
prove in the face of protests from 
Democrats.

Wicks said the eight-count bill 
"aims to do what the minority 
in mind” because, he 
said, “it would help the boxer who 
was knocked down.”

1951. Both settlement offers were 
drawn up after a 12-hour session 
in the governor's state capitol of­ 
fices in St. Paul yesterday. 1 
“I am keenly and sadly sur­ 
prised and disappointed that the 
teachers union saw fit to reject 
the offer and my sincere and

to

the 
schools,” the governor said. 
Offer Turned Down 
Minutes later, George Beacom, 
president of Local 238, Minneapo­ 
lis Federation of Teachers said: 
“We have turned down the offer. 
We are still on strike and we’re 
goint to stay on strike. Our In­ 
structions are out that no union 
man cross tha picket lines we are 
setting up. I suppose the janitors 
will keep the buildings from 
freezing up. But the schools won’t 
be warm enough to accommodate 
pupils.’’ 
Mrs. R. E. Rustad. Minneapolis 
school board president, estimated 
the wage offer "package” would 
add $ 300,000 to the 1951 achool 
budget. 
The 2,200 teachers are now 
paid on an annual range of $2,- 


600 to $ 4,800. About half the sys­ 
tem’s 450 janitors draw $ 3,210 
with the others receiving from 
$ 2,370 to $ 4,140 annually. The of­ 
fer the latter accepted grants 
monthly raises of from $ 12.50 to

John S. Middle­ 
ton, secretary of education of the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
New York , had protested to Su­ 
perintendent of Schools William 
Jansen. An investigation was or­ 
dered. 
The association, saying it noted 
the dispute over the pamphlet 
"with regret," said in a statement: 
"We have studied the bulletin 
and believe it a valuable contribu­ 
tion to today's education. It seems 
to this association that the argu­ 
ments raised by the Fordham pro­ 
fessors are essentially religious 
and philosophic and hence can 
never be settled."

John S. Middle­ 
ton, secretary of education of the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
New York, had protested to Su­ 
perintendent of Schools William 
Jansen. An investigation was or­ 
dered. 
The association, saying it noted 
the dispute over the pamphlet 
"with regret," said in a statement: 
"We have studied the bulletin 
and believe it a valuable contribu­ 
tion to today’s education. It seems 
to this association that the argu­ 
ments raised by the Fordham pro­ 
fessors are essentially religious 
and philosophic and hence can 
never be settled.”

Senate has approved two proposed 
constitutional amendments aimed 
at breaking the backlog of cases 
on the Supreme Court calendar in 
New York city . 
One measure would permit 'tem­ 
porary assignment of lower, court 
judges to the Supreme Court. The 
other would increase the monetary 
jurisdiction of the City Court of 
New York from $3,000 to cases up 
to $6,0 0 0 . 
The proposal to allow assign­ 
ment of lower court judges to sit 
on the Supreme Court is an alter­ 
nate to one already passed by the 
Senate this y ear. It adds a provi­ 
sion, dAnanded by the Democratic 
minority ; that would authorize 
Special Sessions justices to sit in 
County , General Sessions and City 
Courts in New York.* 
The Republican majority plans 
to pass both measures this y ear 
and* to choose between them when 
they come up for req uired second 
approval by the 1953 Legislature. 
The legislation chosen will be sub­ 
mitted to the voters in November, 
1953. 
Assignments Authorized 
Both measures would authorize 
temporary assignment of General 
Sessions, County Court and City 
Court judges to the Supreme 
Court. 
They also would permit 
similar assignment of Municipal 
and Special Sessions judges to the 
City Court. 
The alternate measure, passed 
by the .Senate last night,' was in­ 
troduced 
by 
Senator 
MacNeil 
Mitchell, M anhattan Republican. 
The original proposal, intro­ 
duced 
by 
Republican . Senator 
Pliny W. Williamson of Westches­ 
ter, was approved by the Senate 
Jan. 31. . 
The Assembly still has to act on 
both p r o p o s e d constitutional 
amendments. 
The amendment to increase the 
monetary jurisdiction of the City 
Court was approved by the last 
Legislature. 
Following Senate passage last 
night, it was sent to the Assembly 
for the req uired second approval 
by that house. 
If It prevails, as 
ex pected, it will be submitted to 
the voters nex t November. 
The proposal is intended to ease 
Supreme Court calendars by tak­ 
ing from that court and assigning 
to City Court cases involving 
clairs of $3,000 to $6,000.

Nav y Official 
Co nfirms ‘Saucers’ 
As Study Ballo o ns 


New York, Feb. 13 
—A navy 
official confirmed today that “fly ­ 
ing saucers*' really ex isted, but 
actually were huge plastic bal­ 
loons used in high-altitude cosmic 
ray studies. 
Dr. Urner Liddel, chief of the 
nuclear phy sics- branch of the Of­ 
fice of Naval Research, made this 
disclosure in an article in the cur­ 
rent Look magazine. 
Liddel, In Washington, discussed 
the Look story 
further when 
newsmen q ueried him. 
The navy balloons, Liddel de­ 
clared, were 100 feet in diameter 
and sometimes rose to a height of 
19 miles. 
He added that winds 
might sweep them along at 200 
miles an hour. 
At dusk, the slanting ray s of 
the sun lighted up the balloons' 
bottoms, giving them the saucer­ 
like appearances, Liddel said. 
He added that many of the 
disks were sighted as the sun set. 
Liddel said the ex istence of the 
big balloons was kept secret be­ 
cause the project was connected 
with atomic developments. 
Carried Instruments 
Liddel, who wpm in charge of the 
balloon tests, said they carried in­ 
struments to record the results 
of collisions between cosmic ray s 
and atoms in the earth's atmos­ 
phere. 
He added that secrecy was “no 
longer" necessary . 
The phy sicist said 2,000 reports 
of “fly ing saucers" were checked, 
and those considered “whimsical" 
were eliminated. Of the “reliable" 
reports, he said "there is not a 
single * • • observation which is 
not attributable to the cosmic bal­ 
loons. 
These balloons, called sky hooks 
by the navy , were first used in 
1947, about the time the disks 
were first sighted. 
Liddel said 
reports of “fly ing saucers" In­ 
creased or decreased in proportion 
to the number of balloons, sent 
aloft. 
Liddel said he was convinced 
that a “saucer" photographed at 
77,000 feet altitude over Minne­ 
sota was a sky hook.

A navy 
official confirmed today that "fly­ 
ing saucers” really existed, but 
actually were huge plastic bal- 
oons used in high-altitude cosmic 
ray studies. 
Dr. Urner Liddel, chief of the 
nuclear physics branch of the Of­ 
fice of Naval Research, made this 
disclosure in an article in the cur­ 
rent Look magazine. 
Liddel, in Washington, discussed 
the Look story further when 
newsmen queried him. 
The navy balloons, Liddel de­ 
clared, were 100 feet in diameter 
and sometimes rose to a height of 
19 miles. He added that winds 
might sweep them along at 200 
miles an hour. 
At dusk, the slanting rays of 
the sun lighted up the balloons’ 
bottoms, giving them the saucer­ 
like appearances, Liddel said. 
He added that many of the 
disks were sighted as the sun set. 
Liddel said the existence of the 
big balloons was kept secret be­ 
cause the project was connected 
with atomic developments. 
Carried Instruments 
Liddel, who was in charge of the 
balloon tests, said they carried in­ 
struments to record the results 
of collisions between cosmic rays 
and atoms in the earth’s atmos­ 
phere. 
He added that secrecy was “no 
longer” necessary. 
The physicist said 2,000 reports 
of “flying saucers” were checked, 
and those considered “whimsical” 
were eliminated. Of the “reliable” 
reports, he said "there is not a 
single * * * observation which is 
not attributable to the cosmic bal­ 
loons. 
These balloons, called skyhooks 
by the navy, were first used in 
1947, about the time the disks 
were first sighted. LicJdel said 
reports of “flying saucers” in­ 
creased or decreased in proportion 
to the number of balloons sent 
aloft. 
Liddel said he was convinced 
that a “saucer” photographed at 
77,000 feet altitude over Minne­ 
sota was a skyhook.
